Reflections from a 
Student, Colleague and Friend: 


On a beautiful summer day in July, I was deeply saddened to 
learn that Theo Plantinga had suddenly died. For the last several 
years, | have known him as a colleague here at Redeemer 
University College. But at the news of his passing, my thoughts 
went back to a different time, and I was gratified to have the 
opportunity to speak at a Redeemer chapel and at a special evening 
of commemoration for the community. I put together a few 
pictures in a Powerpoint show and told the following stories. 

Years before I taught here, I was a student at the Redeemer 
College of the 1980s, and Dr. Theodore Plantinga, Professor of 
Philosophy, looms large in those memories. In the early days, 
Redeemer had only a small faculty-eleven men taught every course 
that was offered. They also did everything else. In my first year 
Professor Plantinga was the Registrar, advising which course | 
should take and then teaching two of them. I ended up witha 
philosophy minor-I narrowly escaped being a philosophy major. 
He also encouraged me to think, that despite the evidence of the 
faculty teaching me, women could go to graduate school. 


Since the institution was so new, and so small, we as students 
were intensely interested in how decisions were made, and who 
was making them. The following legend circulated among us. 
Redeemer was so far from where most of the faculty lived that they 
car pooled. One group came from the West Mountain, with six, the 
other from Dundas, with three. The full faculty held regular 
meetings, at which decisions about the future of the institution 
were taken. However, the six from the mountain were regularly 
frustrated when, the next morning, the car from Dundas would pull 
up and Professors Plantinga and Cooper would have reopened 
discussions on the drive in! (They made Mr. Savage, the first 
librarian, drive while they talked. I hear that he moved to Prince 
Edward Island shortly afterwards. ) 

These days Computer Science Professor Derek Schuurman talks 
about the enthusiasm that he and Theo Plantinga shared for 
computer technology. In the 1980s, Professor Plantinga refused to 
accept papers that had been word processed and printed with a dot 
matrix printer. He assured us that a good electric typewriter was 
the best investment a student could make. But like the best 
academics, Theo Plantinga continued to love learning. I'm not 
surprised that he learned to appreciate much about technology. He 
encouraged students to learn too, both in and out of class.

Disappointed that at first there was no real book store, he began to 
sell books himself, setting up once a week with boxes of used 
paperbacks. | still regularly take a classic from my bookcase and 
realize where it came from-an experience I imagine I share with 
many of my contemporaries.

Others 
who had been students, friends and supporters of Redeemer were 
able to join together with Janet Plantinga and other family 
members, for the evening of remembering. Colleagues shared 
memories of the many ways in which Theo Plantinga was involved 
in this institution, and enjoyed stories which showed his 
characteristic individuality, Redeemer is less colourful now, and 
his absence is still mourned.
